OTHER’S THROATS, 


The United States of Colombia Mey Have 
a Revolution ontItse Hanis—Humboldt 
Colonists in Argentina Succesd iu 
Their Affair—What Our Ministers Are 
Doing Abroad—Note: of News. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 11.—Daniel 
Sweeny, an American merchant, who re- 
turned on the steamer City of Panama from a 
three months’ trip through Central America, 
reports that Honduras, Nicaragua and Sal- 
vador are all under martial law, and that it 
is dangerous fora stranger to travel there, 
even when provided with a pass issued by the 
military authorities. Any one caught with- 
out a pass and unknown to the officials 
is throwninto prison. Mr. Sweeny says the 
main cause of the strained relations between 
these Republics is the fact that Nicargua had 
established a harbor of refuge for political 
exiles from Honduras, while Salvador had a 
feud with Nicaragua for permitting Hon- 
duras tobacco to be smuggled across Nicara- 
guan territory into Salvador. 

President Lavers of Honduras is having a 
hard time to maintain himself. Gen. Vas- 
quez, commander of the army, is at the 
Honduras capital. Lavers was expected 
there Jan. 16to attend a conference, but he 
feared assassination and failed to attend the 
meeting. Heisnowinhidingand a change 
in government will probably result soon. 
Many of Lavers’ friends fled to Nicaragua 
and the latter refused to yield them up. It 1s 
only the poverty of Honduras which prevents 
it from delaring war on Nicaragua. 

Salvador is equally angry, but it 18 poor 
and is also fearful Guatemala would invade 
it the moment it engaged in trouble with 
Nicaragua. Sweeny said the situation was 


so bad that no foreign travelers were safe in 
the three countries.

The fire bells warned the 
people of the approaching danger, but to-day 
the indications are that the water may pass 
into the lake under the ice, thus averting a 
flood. 

Several gorges are reported between here 
and Ft. Wayne, but nothing less than a heavy 
rain will displace them, The ice 
at this point is still solid. and about 
nine inches thick. A brisk north- 
west breeze would break up the ice between 
Toledo andthe lake quicker than any other 
thing, and the wind is veering in that direc- 
tion to-day. 


SUFFERING COLONISTS. 

Lyme, Conn., Feb. 11,—Stories of the most 
terrible privation and suffering, due to the 
recent cold weather, come in fromthe colony 
of Russians at Chesterfield, who are desert- 
ing their little farms by scores. About six- 
teen months ago the colony was 
established, over four hundred kussian 
families settling on small farms, 

During last summer they did but little work 
and in the fall their crops were very poor. 
The suffering among thecolonists has been 
very great. Numerous deaths bave occurred, 
due solely to hunger and cold, and those 
which are left have begun to leave in large 
numbers. They have gone to New York, 
where they will appeal totheir fellow coun- 
trymen for aid. Allof the farms will be de- 
serted by the endof next week. 


ICE GORGES THAT WON’T GIVE WAY, 
CANAJOHARIK,N. I., Feb. 11.—Warm weath- 
er and rain have caused the streams to rise 
very rapidly. The ice in the Conajcharie 
Creek is gorged near its confluence with the 


Mohawk River. It is reported that the ice is 
going out of Schoharie Creek and that the 
Villiage of Fort Hunter, near its mouth, 
is partially inundated. There are grave 
fears of destructive floods if the 
warm weather continues. As the ice 
in the Mohawk River is nearly two feet thick, 
it would cause much damage If suddenly 
broken up. The culvert is choked with ice at 
Palatine bridge andthe New York Central 
tracks are flooded, At Mohawk the water is 
nearly a foot deep on the West Shore tracks. 


_ RATLROADS BLOCKED.

NINE LOST AT SEA. 


A Frightful Mid-Ocean Disaster Over- 
takes the Pomeranian. 


“ 


SEVERAL OF THE STEAMER’S OFFICERS 


AND PASSENGERS KILLED. 


Seven Days Out an Allan Liner Encoun- 
ters a Terrific Sea—The Waves’ Awful 
Work—The Vessel so Disabled She Is 
Compelled to Put Back-The Fire at 
Dexter, Mo.—Casuaisies. 5 


LONDON, Feb. 11.— The Allan line steamer 
Pomeranian, from Glasgow, Jan. 27, via 
Moville, for New York, has returned to 
Greenock, after losing a number of passen- 
gers in a heavy storm. 

The Pomeranian was about 1,150 miles west- 
ward from Glasgow when, on Feb. 4, she 
encountered weather of unusual severity. 
The gales bad increased with great sudden- 
ness until a heavy sea swept over the 
deck, carrying everything before it like 
an avalanche. The deck saloon, the chart- 
house, the bridge and the boats were 
smashed and swept away dy the tremendous 
force ofthe waves, and when thesea had 
passed over the decks were a scene of ruin, 
and the shrieks of perishing sailors and 
passengers could be heard in the waves that 
surged about the dismantied steamer. 

Capt. Daiziel had been on the bridge when 
He was 
swept from his post and dashed against the 
bulwarks, where he lay stunned and helpless. 

The mates, John Cook and John Hamilton, 
who were on the bridge with the Oaptain, 
were swept out to sea and drowned. 


__ Besides the first and second officers named. 
two quartermasters, two stewards, four first 
cabin passengers and one second cabin pass- 


enger perished by drowning. a 

James and Lillian Gibson of Dalkeith, Jane 
Caffery of Londonderry and John Stuart of 
Glasgow were the first cabin passengers lost. 
They were in the deck saloon at the time of 
the disaster and were huried overboard. 
They were never seen again, but survivors 
say a despairing cry plerced the air even 
amid the thunderous roar of the waters. 

Peter Forbes of Dundee was the second 
passenger missifig, and the stewards were 
James Pritchard and Fred Westbury. The 
stewards were engaged at their usual duties 
when borne off their feet and swept into the 
sea. 

Two seamen named Peter McLean and Wm. 
Urquhart, who were on duty at the time,also 
perished. 

For a momentafter the catastrophe the 
survivors were too stunnedtoact. With the 
captain disabled and the first and second 
mates drowned, there was no one for the mo- 
ment to give orders. Every one looked about 
to see who was in command. Then the third 
officer quickly brought the crew to their 
senses and took prompt action to save the 
steamer and its human freight from further 
calamity. All the instruments for navigation 
had been sweptaway except the after-com- 
pass, by which the steamer had to be navi- 


ated. 

2 Capt. Dalziel was borne below. His in- 
juries were fatal and he died on the follow- 
ing morning. 

The crew cleared away the wreckage and 
the vessel started on its return voyage, mak- 
ing its way back slowly and carefully to 
Greenock. The survivors of the passengers 
and crew are in avery exhausted condition 
after their terrible experience.

KANSAS SCHEMING. 


THE REPUBLICANS PROPOSE TO HAVE THE ro- 
ULIST TREASURER JAILED. 

TOPEKA, Kan., Feb. 11.—The Populists hav- 
ing agreed upon a final plan of action in 
caucus, and in pursuance with instructions, 
yesterday passed ten of the Senate appropri- 
ation bills, thus inviting the test the Repub- 
licans have claimed to be so anxious to apply 
—action in the courts. The Populists deter- 


mined to go ahead with the long delayed 
work, and when the temporary restraining 
order is issued by the District Judge to pre- 
vent the State Treasurer from paying out 
any of the State funds, that official will disre- 
gard the order. He will, under caucus direc- 
tions, hold that a District Judge can not set 
aside the provisions of the constitution defin- 
ing the duties of a State official and, there- 
fore, will pay no heed to the order served 
upon him. 

In case the Judge commits him for con- 
tempt, the Governor will at once pardon him 
and set him free. The Republicans have 
learned of this contemplated manner of pro- 
ceeding and have taken steps to try to 
counteract it. They will, Tuesday, bring the 
suit before Judge Johnson, Circult Judge, 
who will direct the Sheriff to pay no atten- 
tion to any pardon or order emanating from 
the executive officers, but hold the State 
Treasurer in jallif he violates the order of 
the court, holding that, while the Governor 
may pardon crimes and misdemeanors, he 
has no jurisdiction in cases of contempt. 
Some ofthe Republicans hold that the Treas- 
urer, Biddell, will not obey the caucus and 
disregard the order of the court; but, so far, 
notasingle man has hadthe courage to, in 
the least degree, disregard the order issued 
by the Populist caucus. All three Houses 
have adjourned until Monday afternoon, and 
the members are expecting a crisis of some 
sort Tuesday.

A VICIOUS SYSTEM. 


COMMITTEB CONDEMNS PINKER- 
TONISM MILDLY. 


Wasnineror, D. O., Feb. 11.—Senator Gal- 
lingér’s committee has filed its report on the 
investigation made by it immediately follow 
ing the labor troubles at the Homestead (Pa.) 
works of the Carnegie Steel Co., into the 
employment of ‘‘Pinkertons’’ by employers

The committee found that even the pro- 


prietors of the detective agencies admitted 
that the presence of the so-called Pinkertons 
ata strike served to unduly inflame the pas- 
sions of the strikers and the employment of 
detectives in the guise of mechanics im- 

ressed the committee with the belief that it 

san utterly vicious system, responsible for 

much of the ill feeling and bad biood dis- 
played by the working classes. 

The committee expresses the opinion that 
if firms and corporations would discontinue 
the employment of armed men on occasions 
of threatened or existing strikes, their inter- 
ests would be better subserved. The com- 
mittee declares that the employment of a 
private armed guard at Homestead was un- 
necessary. There was no evidence, they say, 
to show that the slightest damage was done 
or attempted to be done property on the part 
of the strikers. At the same time there 
seems to be no excuse for the scenes of dis- 
order and terrorism for which the strikers 
were themselves responsible; laboring men 
should learn tke lesson that they cannot bet - 
tertheir condition by violating the law or 
resisting lawful authority. 

The committee reached this conclusion: 

1. Rights of employers and workmen are 


equal. 

+. Employers have an undoubted right, 
provided they fulfill their agreements, to 
employ and dismiss men at pleasure. 

8. Workmen can legally organize for mu- 
tual pers and improvement. 

4. When dissatisfied with wages or hours 
they should attempt to arbitrate. 

5. Falling in this they have a right to dis- 
continue work either singly or in a body. 

6. Havin discontinued, they have no 
right, legal or moral, by force or intimida- 
tion to keep others from taking their places 
or to attempt to occupy, injure or destroy the 
property of their employers. 

7. Inall controversies, arbitration having 
failed, reliance should be laced upon the 
power and adéquacy of the law. 

8. Whether assumedly a or not, the 
employment of armed bodies of men for 
private purposes, either by employers or em- 
ployes, should not be résorted to, and such 
use is an assumption of the State’s authority 
| private citizens. 

States have undoubted authority to leg- 
islate against the par ment of armed 
bodies of men for private ses, but the 
power of veers ae to 80 legislate is not 
clear, although it woul m that Con- 
gress ought not to powerless to 
prevent the movement of such bodies from 
one State to another.

The Merchants’ Exchange Indorses the 


25 Per Cent Bill. 


A special meeting of the Builders’ Euchange 
was held at noon to-day to take action on 
Senate bill No. 9, Known as the Stone bill, 
which provides for the repeal of the section 
in the charter of St. Louis limiting special 
taxes for street improvements to one-fourth 
the assessed value of the property. 
There was a large attendance of Exchatge 
members, wih a sprinkling of politicians, 
notably Ed Fox, the sub-Postmastér, and 
Andy Brown. Mr. Henry Fairback opened 
the discussion with a brief exposition of the 
bill. He said that if enacted it would 
throw the gates wide open to special 
taxation so that in some instances a poor 
man who owned a lot worth $1,000 would 
have $1,500 special taxes to pay, and perhaps 
be obliged to forfeit his property to the city 
or the contractors. He said that the 
dill would be harmful to the 
middie and poorer classes of property 
Owners, and that its constitutionality Is ques.- 
tlonable. He reminded his hearers of the old 
County Court regime, and of the 
hard fight made to obtain the system of 
home rule which St. Louis how enjoys under 
the scheme and charter.

A Card From Mr. Coale. 


Mr. S. A. Coale, Jr., furnishes the follow- 
ing statement to the Posr- DISPATCH in regard 
to his resignation as Manager of the St. Louis 
Exposition Art Department: 

To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


Iam madetosay in your paper of yesterday that I 
had resigned the position of Art Director of 
the Exposition, and one lugubrious lymphatic 
gentieman, in the same article, breaks away 
from his usually sedate movings ef 
sobriety and depressing theosophry, to 
make a trifle merry over your (not my) state- 
ment. This is the unkindest cut of all. To attempt 
to place the stigmaof aslur on an admitted bene- 
factor argues either a radical defect in one’s early 
education or lack of familiarity with the usages of 
polite society. Permit to say that there is no sueh 
Official position as Exposition Art Director, and 
hence no such position could be resigned. 
My past relation to the Exposition 
has been exclusively a relation, on my part, of con- 
descension and favor, and in it I have virtually been 
alawunto myself. Im 1890, when the gentiemen 
managing the Exposition seemed to be in great need 
ot some one to provide them with an art display, I 
was called in at a very late hour to help them 
out. I was informed that any reasonable 
amount would be cheerfully paid me for 
my services and was pressed to accept the trust. I 
promptly replied that they had not money enough 
ie hire me, yet anything I could do to getupa satis- 
factory art display forthem, compatibie with the 
means at my command, would be cheerfully done 
as a personal compliment to them and inthe inter- 
est of the sturdy plain people of our town— 
not the **snobs,’’ who, by the way, have never taken 
Kindly to the Exposition. I made thines hum 
that year and introduced some new features in West- 
tern art exhibitions. In 91 and ’92I continued the 
good work in about the same way. animated by the 
same motives. Idid just as 1 pleased, and never 
deigned to consuls anybody. 0 ono 
could have been more kindly treated 
or more implicitly trusted by the Board 
of Directors of the Exposition, and especially by 
Mr. Wainwright, the Cnairman of the Committee 
on Fine Art, thanI was. My feeling towards every 
member of the Board of Directers is of the friend- 
liest character. I dia not wish toassume the duties 
and responsibilities of making the art display this 
vear, and so informed Mr. Gaiernie weeks ago, long 
before I had learned of r.

SOME POLITICAL POSSIBILITIES. 


The report that Judge Gresham has re- 
ceived and accepted an invitation to enter 
Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet as Secretary of 
State has not been fully verified, but should 
it prove true the action of the President- 
elect suggests possibilities of profound 
import and inspiring nature. 

That a deafening clamor of denunciation 
and evil prophecy would arise from the 
old guard of both parties over such an 
event is to be expected. It is in the air 
now. The motives and purposes of Mr. 
Cleveland in making such an appoint- 
ment are beyond the comprehension of 
the spoilsmen and mossbacks whose vision 
of politics is restricted to the narrow con- 
fines of hidebound partisanship. The act 
belongs to da plane of politics far above 
their mental reach and would be prompted 
by considerations undreamt of in their 
petty philosophy. 

Mr. Cleveland, however, has shown that 
he regards neither standpoint nor the 
clamor of party liticians. He has 
proved not only that he acts from con- 
viction, but that in forming his conviction 
he is capable of viewing a subject from the 
standpoint of broad statesmanship and 
large politics. Itis highly probable that 
his decision, if he has taken it, to have 
Gresham in his Cabinet is based upon a 
firm and deliberate conviction that a noble 
party end and a patriotic purpose will be 
served which will fully justify any sacri- 
fice of petty partisan interests it may in- 
volve. 

The political situation gives ground for 
sucha view. Itisripefor a new depart- 
ure from old party lines. Mr. Cleve- 
land finds in Judge Gresham a 
man of pure character and 
high ability in perfect sympathy 
with the essential principles and purposes 
of the Democratic party and representing 
the best element of the Republican party 
now in revolt against its degenerate pol- 
icy. Perhaps he sees in the reaction from 
the partisan bitterness of the last thirty 
years and the tottering condition of the Re- 
publican party an inevitable realignment of 
political forcesand hopes by the broad 
and conciliatory policy involved in the 
appointment of Judge Gresham to weld 
the bulk and the best of the elements of 
revolt to the Democracy, and thus assure 
the triumphant outcome of ite fight for 
popular rights and political purity. 

Itis within the bounds of possibility 
that this act of liberal non-partisanship 
on the part of the President will close the 
era of party animosity and by uniting the 
mass of the people im common politi- 
cal purposes bring. an era of good 
feeling. such as followed the election 
of President Monroe when there was prac- 
tically only one great party within the 
nation. It may bring the people together 
to put down the plutoorats and politieel

in protecting the people’s health and the 
city’s trade with proper sanitary measures.

‘THE STREET TAX LIMIT. 


When jand-owners all through the out- 
skirts of the city, and even five or six 
miles beyond the city limits, are making 
costly street improvements through their 
property and making money by the ex- 
penditure, it is obvious that the 25 per 
cent limit on assessments for making new 
streets within the city is too low and 
should be changed. 

It enables some lot owners to get the 
benefit of a costly improvement at the ex- 
pense of others by forcing the others to 
pay more thah their share of the cost in 
order to get an improvement which in- 
creases the value of every abutting lot 50 
or 100 percent. A tax limit which only 
puts a premium upon such meanness or 
operates asan obstruction to wholesome 
progress should not be maintained. 

But it does not follow that the minority 
of the lot owners should be left without 
any protection but the mercy of the 
majority. Simply raising the 25 per cent 
limit to amore réasonable figure would 
afford all proper relief, without exposing 
any lot owner to ruin from the reckless 
optimism with which real estate specula- 
tors sometimes promote expensive im- 
provements.

An Explanation of Certain Entries Made

WasHINeToN, D. O., Feb. 11.—Mr. Coln‘ 
the Secretary of the American Committee, 
was ugain put on the witness stand this 
morning by the Panama Investigating Com- 
mittee. Mr. Colne was examined with ref- 
erence to accounts in the blotter heretofore 
jaid before the committee. His testi- 
mony threw no light on the entries made. 
He stated that he had not seen the books for 
four years, and that he would not explain 
the meaning ofacertain number similar in 
character to the number as those on the 
pages of the ledger usually used in blotter 
account books. Witness said thatit could 
not refer to the ledger for none was used, An 
order system had been adopted and it might 
refer to the number of the orders. 

Representative Geary evidently thought it 
Possible that the numbers might really refer 
to dollars and that they either represented 
the amount actually paid, while another 
amount was put under the regular dollar 
mark or else they represented the amount 
turned in and the other the amount actually 
spent. In the Ingersoll account, Mr.Geary said, 
there was $5,000 marked down and two num- 
bers there amounted to 19,750. Under the 
head of **petty cash’’ there was 8100 down 
and also the number 22 was marked in the 
account. Mr. Geary asked if $22 was not the 
amount actüalty expended and the other the 
amount turned in. 

The witness asserted that the story was 
not plausible or good, and the numbers 
might refer to something else. To Mr. 
Geary he said that when the financial state- 
ment was submitted to Paris it was 
accompanied by a letter, A letter-book was 
kept. He understood it was now in posses-

The committee then got into a discussion 
over the failure of witness to appear. The 
statement of the officer of, the House showed 
that a number of New Tork wit - 
nesses had been subponaed to be 
present Tuesday, and that subsequently 
Mr. Boyard had been subpcenaed to be rpres- 
ent to-day with all his books and papers and 
had promiged to come, but had not done so.

RISE AND FALL OF SUMNER, 


A Forgotten Town That Was Once the 
Most Important in Kansas. 


From an Atchison (Kan. ) Special. 

Readers of John J. Ingalls’ book, Cat 
fish Aristocracy,’’ have laughed at the queer 
hero, and have undoubtedly thought him a 


creation of the mind ofthe author. That 
such a man ever lived seems improbable; yet 
he did, and it is but a few years since he 
passed from earth, The history of this man 
is recalled by the application recently made 
to vacate the town site of Sumner, in Atchi- 
son County. 

But something else is recalled about Sum- 
ner by the application for the vacation of the 
town site. In 1858 the town was the most im- 
4 in the Territory of Kansas. It was 

ullt by a party of Massachusetts men who 
came from Leavenworth aad started a free- 
State town in opposition to Atchison, which 
was a pro-siaver town. The town was 
named in honor of Charles Sumner, the Sen- 
ator from the home. State, and the town 
started with a ‘‘boom.’’ This was in 1857, 
andtheacme of greatness was reached one 
year later. Then began the decline. 

In 1858 Sumner was 4 growing, prosperous 
town, with 1,200 inhabitants and many brick 
and frame buildings. Now only a few de- 
caying and crumbling walls mark the spot 
where once a thriving community dwelt. 
The houses have been torn down and moved 
away, and a fruit farm occupies the site.

Uniformity of Purses, Favorable Legisla- 
tion and Blacklisting of Fake Fighters 
the Main Objects—Goddard and Daw- 
son—Track and Stable Gossip—S port- 
ing News of All Sorts. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Feb. 11.—A movement 
is now under way for holding a convention in 
this city of representatives from nearly all 
the athletic clubs in the country. The clubs 
which will send representatives are mostly 
those which pay particular attention to fos- 
tering pugilism, and the object of the con- 
vention will be to form a national organiza- 
tion. This organization will result in some 
agreement between the clubs as to the size of 
purses to be offered and other agreements 
which will tend to protect the clubs in their 
dealings with professional boxers, 

For instance, a national blacklist will be 
agreed upon whereby a pugilist, guilty of 
unfair fighting or ‘‘faking,’’ can be debarred 
from appearing at any of the clubs upon ex- 
pulsion by one club,approved by the National 
Board. Ina great many ways the organiza- 
tion will be similar to that of the trotting 
andrunning horses associations. Another 
object of the convention will be to endeavor 
to secure uniform legislation in the various 
States regarding legitimate boxing entertain- 
ments. 

Letters have been sent by the Secretary of 
the Milwaukee Athleticand Boxing Club to 
the presidents of all the large clubs in the 
country and many favorable replies have 
been received. The Milwaukee, Athletic and 
Boxing Club is composed of swell young men 
of this city and the president is the cashier of 
one of the leading banks. The eonvention 
here will be held during the World's Fair.

THE WARFARE AGAINST BOOKMAKERS. 

The warfare against bookmakers has 
reached the Pacific Coast.

Of 
course. bookmaking has its evils, but until 
some new system of speculating is devised 
the bookmaker cannot be dispensed with on 
the American turf. The Paris mutual system 
will not do, and would not in any event bea 
preventive of fraud. Those who are 80 
ready to denounce all bookmakers ought to 
exercise their ingenuity in weap teeing, be new 
scheme that will at the same time bring a 
revenue to the jockey cluband protect the 

ublic from the fraudulent plans of some
